Pfftln'nff laftfl by the employmoitt ol 

tile placccl siMcrai feet bi'low the s'lr- 
Iticc of the ground has made but little 
]>roo;re»s In the Weirtora States until 
wJliiii ilw I'jist few veaffl. The jjrciil 
advtintujrtis of this method of dra ninu 
damp 9()fls were demonstrated in vnrr 
oils part-^ of Europe many years an;o, 
and the sysiuiu there pursued wus iu- 
troduoed into some of the Eastern 
Stairs. 'I'licrc wji«« ji jrrt'atcr fipcess ty 
for iinderdruinHgti in the West than in 
tbe East, for the reasons that the sur- 
face of the land is iiiofe i ear'v le el an<i 
the soils more retuiiti\e oi luoidlure. It 
is al u true in re-^peet to many port ons 
of the West that the I'aiii nil is \eiy uii- 
e(|iially distriljutud during the year. 
There is a great excess diirin;? the early 
r art of the season and tleticiiMiey d.ir- 
ing tbc iuvter poi tiou. The desirabil- 
ity of thoToiiirn, systematic and scien- 
titie land'flraiuap^!* was aeknowledged, 
hut several reasons pi evented its adop- 
t on. Many farmers were in debt for 
liieir land, or lor 'iii irovetn.-Mfs tliey 
hud made on it. Others owed eonsider- 
able for farming impleroenis and stock. 
Still oihers Were ilesinius of i)uvin;^ 
more land in tJiu vicinity of their farms 
wh ie it was still comparatively cheap. 
All tlies(» juM'soiis liesit.itcil al>out bor- 
row n\i money to improve ihoir places 
by laying drain-tile. A farmer who has 
just «;ot out of (lel)t hesitates to plunjife 
in again. He leaii/es such a relief from 
a great harden that ha is relaotant to 
assnrne a new one. Farmers wiio are 
land-liungry are relin taiit to pay out as 
mu ii money to drain a piece of land as 
it will CO t to purchase another pjece of 
equal extent, liesides. many taruiers 
have ne^^lecied to drain their land for 
wiinf o iiifoi niation on the subject, and 
on account of a lack of inai"rial within 
eass reach. 

The present is a favorable t'me for 
Western fHnners to consider tlie pro- 
priety of drain ngr thatr low lauds. 
^Io.st of them have money to invest. 
Some dfsire more land, but they lind it 
hard to obitiin in the yioiniiy of their 
homes. Tliev can do no better than to 
lend) r the land ihev have more produc- 
tive by means of d.rainage. (in many 
farms tluTe are tiaets tliaf produce 
but coarse grass that is of lit- 
value for .sio k.

^easons can be increased. In many 
oases the yield of nearly ail tlie culti- 
rated cro|)s ean he doubled by the 
adoption of a suitab'e ilraiiia^r*'^. If a 
farmer wislujs to ra se more than he 
now does, and ha> the choice between 
buying more laud tiud di ainmir what he 
owns, ii ih belter to select tin; latter 
oolir e. By so doing lie will save leiic- 
ing and ta.xes. He will also save much 
labor. No more plowing and cultivat- 
ing, and but I ttle more labor in harvest- 
ing, are re(|uired to produce a large 
crop than a small one. Drain:'ge in- 
creases the <|ua1ity as well as the (]u»n- 
tity of crops. It «lso lengthens out the 
season in w icii tlie land can be worked. 
It enables the farmer to plow earlier in 
the spring and later in the fa'I. It also 
enables him to do better W(n'k with any 
implement he uses in the soil. It helps 
insure erops aofuin-t bad seasons. 

However desirable underdraina,:j;e may 
l>e, it should not be undertaken without 
due, eoiisi(teration. A farmer should 
learn beiuic he commences operatioiis 
how ranch the, improvomentg aro to 
flOft.

Many farmers have 
lost heavilv by atiemptinj; to under- 
drain land with tiie aid of such knowl- 
edge as thev have derived from a news- 
j)aper article or a ci eu'ar .sent out b}' 
some tile facto y. Unless a farmer is 
will ng to sppiid cons derable time tn 
learnin<; how to do the work jifoperly, 
and to purchase the necessary tt olsaud 
implements, he will find it profitable to 
employ the services of a su veyor to lay 
out tlie work, and to engage an experi- 
ence! ditcher to perform ft Mnoh can

privilege. Every planter kept open 
hun e, and pn v ided foi his v.sitors with 
\insi nted hand. The style of living was 
extremely generous, and often 8pleM<l d. 
The houses were spacious and solidly 
built, somet imes of hrick or stone, but 
more often of wom(|. Panelled wainscols 
of oak and earv» tl oaken chironey-ple<'e!< 
were common, and th«i rooms were 
lum'shed with the handsomest eh«ir^ 
and tables and t ahinets that could be 
brought over fr«)m England. 'I'he dress, 
too, of both men and women was rich 
and costly, and the latest London fash- 
ions were (carefully followed. Silver plate, 
elegant china, and choice wines wero 
eomiponly to be found at ibese greiu 
manor houses, and the stables were 
stocked with horses of the finest breed.
